OYER THE UPPER HARBOR

Destroyed by Shock on Saturday Night-Por- tion

of It Settles and Has

Moved Away from the
" Abutments.' ''.'.-

Portland, Me., Oct. 22. Two distinct
eatthqtiake shocks destroyed about 100

feet at the westerly end of the tempo-
ral y highway bridge, known a

Yaughati's bridge, which crosscu the up-

per harbor, Saturday night.
The first shock was Jolt at 6 o'clock

and the, second at 7:07.
Both shocks were light, but were dis-

tinctly felt bv foot passengers and by
employees of the bridge, company.,

Accompanying the rumbling of the
first shock was the sound made by the
timbers of the temporary structure
clacking," and the bridge began to rock
and sway. .,

The bridge continued tn 8y and
sink until the second sbwk, when a
portion of it, about 73 feet from the
South 'Portland shore, gave way with
a lurch and ank about six feet. This
portion1 also aorta tne iiaroor a
distance of right feet. :

The railing was broken, and appar-
ently th plunking of the bridge Ma
the only thing that held the piling
in place.

The bottom, about 100 feet out from
the South Portland shore, fell away and
moved down stream in a southeasterly
direction.

The movement of the bottom con
tinned throughout the night.
